They  clamber  up 
nimbly  out  of  tbeir  boats  They  show 
their  official  diploma  and  steer  the  new¬ 
comer  safely  into  the  harbor. "  It  is  tbe 
same  in  Finland.  Experienced  captains 
■ey  that  women  often  make  excellent 
sailors  and  that  they  are  equal  to  moat 
sssmsn  in  dexterity  and  endurance.

Thio  work  of  tbe  Oatbolio  ladles  in 
Brooklyn  who  have  the  management  of 
the  Women's  Catholic  asmoiation  at 
that  oity  is  something  of  a  departure 
from  tbe  usual  routine  of  benevolent 
work  undertaken  by  the  women  of  that 
sect.

It  is  a  clubhouse  for  young  women, 
where  they  can  get  almost  any  sort  of 
helpful  instruction  and  entertainment 
There  are  free  olamee  in  plain  sewing, 
preparatory  dressmaking,  penmanship 
and  elementary  English,  and  classes,  at 
which  a  nominal  fee  is  charged,  in  type¬ 
writing.  stenography,  bookkeeping, 
physical  culture  and  other  departments 
of  direct  commercial  value  to  tbe  mem¬ 
bers.  On  two  evenings  in  the  week  a 
class  of  hospital  nurses  meets  to  rooeive 
instruction  in  invnlld  ooakery,  and  • 
chafing  dish  course  is  engaging  the  at¬ 
tention  of  another  class  on  one  after¬ 
noon.  An  elaboration  of  the  oourse  in 
domestic  science  is  intended  to  give  its 
participants  most  thorough  training  in 
all  home  work.  A  series  of  entertain¬ 
ments,  to  consist  of  lectures,  concerts 
and  the  like,  is  to  be  given  on  succeed¬ 
ing  Wednesday  evenings  during  tbe  sea- 


Educational  Facilities  For  Women. 

Five  or  six  years  ago  Mr.  Washing¬ 
ton  Duke  of  Durham  gave  $85,000  to 
secure  the  location  of  Trinity  college  In 
Durham,  being  then  the  largest  single 
donation  for  educational  purposes  ever 
given  by  a  North  Carolinian.  At  the  re¬ 
cent  session  of  tbe  North  Carolina  Meth¬ 
odist  oouferenoe  at  Kinston  Mr.  Duke, 
through  President  Kilgo,  gave  $100,000 
to  tbe  endowment  of  Trinity  collage, 
with  the  solitary  bot  farreaching  con¬ 
dition  that  tbe  trustees,  upon  its  accept¬ 
ance,  will  arrange  for  the  admission  of 
girls.  Mr.  Duke  is  a  man  of  great  prao- 
tioal  sense.  He  has  been  studying  Trin¬ 
ity  college  since  it  first  moved  to  Dur¬ 
ham.  He  has  become  oonvinoed,  just  as 
Ezra  Cornell  came  to  believe,  that  when 
larger  opportunities  of  higher  education 
are  offered  to  men  they  ought  also  to  be 
given  to  women.  In  North  Carolina 
Ellon,  Catawba,  Guilford  and  Ruther¬ 
ford  have  been  open  to  women,  and  the 
practice  has  worked  well. — Raleigh  (N. 
O.  )  News  and  Observer. 


The  Mothers’  ConyreM.

Our  Schools,”  "The  Advantages  That 
Follow  From  a  Closer  Relation  Between 
the  Influence  of  the  Home  and  That  of 
Institutions  of  Learning"  and  "The 
Best  Meaos  of  Developing  In  Children 
Traits  Whioh  Will  Elevate  and  Ennoble 
and  Thus  Assist  In  Overcoming  the 
Conditions  Which  Now  Prompt  Crime 
and  Make  Necessary  the  Maintenance  of 
Jails,  Workhouses  and  Reformatorjes.  ” 


On  Deo.  15,  38  years  ago,  the  ao  called 
woman’s  crusade  began  in  Fredonia, 
Chautauqua  county,  N.  Y.  It  was  a 
surprise  to  tbe  country,  and  in  tbe  be¬ 
ginning  was  tbe  subject  of  pleasantries 
and  even  ridicule. 

Within  a  year,  however,  it  had  spread 
through  ao  many  states  and  had  pro- 
duoed  so  many  able  leaders,  from  Mias 
Frances  E.  Willard  and  Mrs.  Louise  8. 
Rounds  down  to  tbe  officers  of  local 
unions,  that  the  laughing  died  away, 
and  the  public  realized  that  a  new  force 
had  entered  into  American  social  and 
political  life. 

This  was  the  starting  of  the  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  union,  now  a 
giant  world’s  organization,  out  of  which

TREE8  IN  THE  8TREET8. 


A  Society  la  New  Tork  City  to  Beautify 
the  Avenues. 

Without  doubt  tbe  Tree  Planting  as¬ 
sociation  of  New  York  has  undertaken 
a  most  beneficent  work.  So  far  as  it 
proves  to  be  practicable,  it  will  contrib¬ 
ute  as  much  as  any  ether  scheme  that 
could  be  projected  for  tbe  embellish¬ 
ment  of  the  city.  Tbe  incorporators  are 
to  a  considerable  extent  tbe  flame  as  tbe 
incorporators  of  the  Botanic  garden — 
men  well  known  for  pnblio  spirit  and 
intelligence.  Thus  the  society  begins 
under  tbe  moat  favorable  possible  ana- 
pioee,  for  caneion  and  discrimination  as 
well  aa  for  enterprise. 

Of  course  its  work  will  be  largely  ex¬ 
perimental.  There  are  streets,  even  resi¬ 
dential  streeta,  in  New  York  in  which 
it  may  not  be  wise  to  attempt  tree  plant¬ 
ing  at  all,  tor  the  reason  that  the  space 
cannot  be  spared,  either  from  the  side¬ 
walk  or  tbe  roadway,  for  tbe  boxes  that 
most  protect  tbe  young  trees  or  for  tbe 
trunks  at  such  ss  live  to  maturity.  Even 
in  those  streets  in  which  there  is  room 
enough  for  trees  there  are  many  plaoes 
in  whioh  no  trees  can  thrive  by  reason 
of  the  lack  of  sunshine,  and.  Indeed, 
there  are  acaroeiy  any  streeta  in  New 
York  below  the  park  in  whioh  treks  can 
be  expected  to  do  ao  well  as  in  a  phtoe 
like  Washington,  where  tbe  streets  are 
ao  wide  and  the  buildings  so  low  as  to 
give  all  trees  that  may  be  planted  a  fair 
ohance  for  life.  Almost  the  only  streets 
in  New  York  that  are  as  favorably  sit¬ 
uated  are  the  Broadway  boulevard  and 
the  Riverside  drive.  Tbe  boulevard  has 
been  until  within  the  past  few  months 
a  dismal  monument  to  municipal  neg¬ 
lect  Now  it  is  kept  in  order,  but  time 
is  reqnfopd  to  replaoe  the  trees  that  have 
been  allowed  to  die,  and  the  doable  row 
at  trees  that  were  meant  "high  over¬ 
arched  to  embower”  does  not  embower 
alall,  but  presents  upon  the  wholes 
scraggy  and  dismal  speotaole. 

This,  of  oourse,  comes  mainly  from 
neglect,  for  there  is  no  reason  why  trees 
in  this  thoroughfare  should  not  thrive 
if  they  can  be  made  to  thrive  anywhere 
in  New  York.  The  general  introduction 
of  eleotrio  lighting  will  do  much  for  the 
trees  nnlesa  gas  is  still  carried  through 
tbe  ground  for  fuel.  It  is  given  out  that 
unoontaminated  earth  will  be  used  for 
the  setting  of  the  new  trees,  but,  judg¬ 
ing  from  wbat  we  have  experienced  in 
the  opening  of  Fifth  avenue  fora  sewer 
and  th*  previous  openings  of  other  ave¬ 
nues  for  laying  cables,  the  percolation 
of  the  gas  through  the  fresh  soil  would 
be  a  matter  of  only  weeks  at  tbe  longest 
The  new  association  is  plainly  destined 
to  enoounter  many  obstacles.  If  it  euo- 
oeeds  in  gaining  even  a  partial  victory 
over  them,  it  will  entitle  itself  to  the 
gratitude  of  all  New  Yorkers.— New 
York  Timet
